* Economic Highlights 

It would be foolish to deny that considerable con- 
cern Is being felt about the business and employment 
situation I now. In some circles, the fear is openly 
expressed that we may be heading into realty hard 
times. And it Is certainly true that only the extreme- 
ly optimistic expect 1954 to measure up to 1953, when 
alt kinds of high records were established, 

An excellent feature article on what Is happening 
and what may be expected appeared in the February 1 
Issue of Newsweek. It started out with a $64' question 
—"just what Is a depression, anyway?" It's a safe bet 
that very few people could give anything resembling 
a clear answer to that— too many Imponderables are 
involved, and there are too many varying measures of 
comparison. Any depression will differ from others 
in degree. It is often said that we will be In a real 
depression If unemployment reaches, 10,000,009. Yet, 
to scrape a bottom comparable to that of 1933, bur un- 
employment rolls would have to total close to 16,000,- 

000. 

* . - ■ 

Newsweek said, ". . . . a depression Is a broad set 

of i conditions which defies pin- pointing. In general, 

it's a sharp, steady, and prolonged drop In production. 

It's a steady growth in unemployment . . , 'And, as 

much as anything else, a depression is a state of mind 

. , : . fears mount .... It's a snowballing effect." 

The magazine then presented the idea of two econ- 
omists. One is a British expert, who has been a : close 
observer of American affairs, Colin Clark, Mr. Clark 
takes a pretty dark view. He thinks — with certain 
qualifications— that a depression is coming, even 
though it may be a short one. This opinion Is based, 
in part, on what he considers a relatively low money 
supply, abnormally high business inventories, and not 
enough new construction. 

An opposed case is offered by Professor E. S. 
Woytlnsky of Johns Hopkins, on economist of Interna- 
tional reputation whose forecasts have often been re- 
markably accurate In the past. He contradicts Mr. 
Clark on every score, and writes; "There is no. indica- 
tion that depression conditions could develop. i The 
bullish attitude ot the consumers, the optimism of in- 
vestment banks, the high level of construction activi- 
ties, the active interest in business development shown 
by the government, the cut in taxes ... all these fac- 
tors exclude the possibility of a major depression. 
He adds that we arc now in a comparatively minor 
recession which soon will end, with the low reached 
before the middle of the year. 

Newsweek also provided a forecast, based on a 
canvass of a large number of economists and business- 
men. And It is certainly not a discouraging one, even 
though some people are due to be hurt and unemploy- 
ment will probably average 3,900,000 for the year. 
The magazine said: ". . . , it adds up to a time of ap- 
praisal, a breathing spell in which business can: take 
time out, clear away the confusion, reset its sights. So 
how about the scare talk that is worrying so many 
Americans? The answer: a sliding off from the super- 
boom, yes. A bust, no— very far from it. The biggest 
problem: scare talk itself, And the facts make it clear 
such talk isn't justified," "» ■

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ORDINANCE NO. 267 

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
COIN-OPERATED AMUSEMENT 
DEVICES 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OP 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
LAKE VILLA. ILLINOIS, 

SECTION I: Pursuant to the 
powers contained in Chapter 120, 
Section 481 -B of the State statutes, 
a license fee (as a tax) on every 
coin-in-the-slot-operatcd a.m u s e- 
ment device of the following des- 
cription or designation shall be im- 
posed as follows: 

A. On every coin-in-lhe-slot- op- 
erated mechanical pinball device 
or other similar cain-in-the-slot- 
operated mechanical device played 
for amusement which rewards the 
player with the right to reolay such 
mechanical device, which is so con- 
structed or devised 03 to make such 
result of the operation thereof de- 
pendent in part upon the skill of the 
player and which returns to the 
player thereof no coins, tokens or 
merchandise, an annual tax of 
$25,00 for each coin receiving slot. 
Such right to replay so obtained 
shall not represent value or evi- 
dence of winning within the mean- 
ing of any of the laws of this state, 

B. On every coin-in-the-slot-op- 
crated mechanical device which Is 
designed to be clayed for amuse- 
ment and which in its operation 
shoots or propels an electric light 
ray or impulse from a gun held and 
operated by the player of the de- 
vice, to a target which contains a 
receiving photoelectric cell, an an- 
nual tax of $15.00. 

C. On every coin-in-the-slot-op- 
erated mechanical bowling or shuf- 
fle-board device which is designed 
to be played for amusement and 
which, in its operation, delivers to 
the player thereof one or more balls 
or other projectiles which must be 
rolled from or impelled by the hand 
of the player or by a mechanical 
device, into a cup or receptacle or 
over soaring devices, an annual tax 
of $15,00. 

D. On every coin-in-the-slot-op 
crated mechanical musical device 
commonly referred to and known 
as a juke box, used for entertain- 
ment or recreation, nn annual tax 
of $15.00. 

SECTION II: Any person or per- 
sons, firm, club, association or cor- 
poration which displays any coin- 
In-tho-slot-operated amusement de- 
vice to be played or operated by the 
public at any place owned or leased 
by any such person or persons, firm, 
club, association or corporation, 
shall obtain a license for such device 
from the Village of Lake Villa.

cr disturbance in vision, a* veter- 
inarian should be consulted. 

The incubation period of the virus 
in a dog varies from one week to 
six months. It lodges in the saliva.' 
~Whcn the dog bites a human being, 
the virus. is passed into the broken 
skin. A large or deep wound will 
cause manifestations of the disease 
sooner than a shallow or simple 
tooth wound. Because the' virus 
travels along the nerve routes, a bite 
on the head, face or neck is par- 
ticularly dangerous and. may -pro- 
duce symptoms within ten days, 
*vhi!e an arm or leg wound may not 
cause the disease far thirty to sixty 
days. 

Rabies can be prevented. There 
are antirabic 'injections which fight 
of f the. disease -and anyone who has 
keen bitten by a dog should seek 
treatment Prevention could also 
be established by having your dog 
vaccinated against rabies. 

It is important to remember that 
the animal's saliva contained the 



rabies virus for about eight to I 
twelve days before the onset of 
symptoms. Even though he may 
appear perfectly well at the time of 
the bite/ he may be infectious. 

The prevention of rabies la a com- 
munity problem, for once symptoms 
develop the victim dies. Pets should 
'be -injected annually with a. vaccine 
that will help build its resistance 
against the disease. In/ addition 
they should not be allowed to room 
the 'streets. Instead they should be 
Tippf: pn a. leash, not exceeding six 
ftet' in length. Every effort should 
be' made to. apprehend stray dogs to 
comply; MuV health ; department 
regulations concerning dogs. -All 
dog bites should be reported at once. 
"Rabies, or hydrophobia is a dread 
disease. During the onset of the 
disease,- the symptoms, may Include 
restlessness, - apprehension with ir- 
ritation and tingling at the site of 
the bite. As. the disease develops, 
the voice ;:< becomes 'husky, the 
muscles of swallowing and 'breath- 
ing contract in spasms arid literally 
the victim cfcokes to death.
